There was a full attend­ 
ance of delecates, the only vacancy 
being in the membership from Now 
York. 
After a brief discussion Will­ 
iam Steinway was elected to fill the 
vacancy.

SELECTING TH E DATE. 
On assembling th e chairm an stated 
th at the first business order was the 
selection of a date for the holding of 
th e National Democratic Convention. 
Senator Gorman offered a resolution 
fixing the date July 3d. next. This 
was vigorously opposed by Congress­ 
m an Scott of Pennsylvania, present 
as proxy for Wm. A. -Wallace. 
He 
read a long Bpeech depicting the ad­ 
vantages w trch he believed would 
accrue to the Democratic partv from 
a conventiou held as early as May 22. 
The Campaign should be made vigor­ 
ous and aggressive by the selection of 
an early date and a distinct and early 
enunciation to the American people 
of the principles which shall 
be 
wrought into the Democratic plat- 
iorm . 
Dawson, of South Carolina, followed 
in tbe same vein. 
Another proposi­ 
tion was made to fix J uue 5th ag the 
da*e, but this, as well as the early 
date suggested by Scott, was objected 
to by Senator G orm an, who declared 
th a t in view of the fact that there were 
some differences of opinion in the 
Democratic party upon the tariff ques­ 
tion, it would be impolitic to hold the 
convention 
before the Democratic 
Hou*e of Representatives had an 
opportunity to agree upon a tariff 
measure which would bring together 
the dissenting opinions and the united 
support of the party. 
W hen such bill 
had been agreed upon, the Democrats 
could fasten upon the Republican 
Senate the responsibility of failure to 
enact a law revising the existing tariff 
law and correcting its evils. 
Senator l'asco, of Florida, briefly 
expressed himself in favor of an early 
dato. 
The committee finally, by a vote of 
28 to 15), agreed that the convention 
he held on July 3d next. 
A short recess was then taken. 


AFTER THE RECESS. 
Cox arose and addressed the m eet­ 
ing in behalf of New York. He said that 
generous offers of accommodation and 
hospitality wore made. 
As to trans­ 
portation, New York would stand on 
a par with any city, and as to journal­

it was far ahead. If the convention 
desired salubrity and healthful com­ 
fort, without which no convention 
could 
do 
very well, New York 
should receive the suffrage of the 
committee. 
He declared th a t there 
was no consideration contemplated 
by any one connected w it’i New York 
as candidates, b ut as to the election, 
th a t was another thing. The vote of 
the .State of New York determ ined the 
last three presidential elections and 
would decide the result of the next, 
H e regagded the choice of New York 
as alm ost indispensable to victory. 


PLEAS FOR ST. LOUIS. 
M ayor Francis, of St. Louis, con­ 
tended th at the convention should be 
held in the sam e city which had been 
the scene of the m emorable conven­ 
tion of 1876, which had broken ihe 
long record of Republican success. 
(Applause.) St. Louis would defray 
the expenses of every m em ber of the 
com mittee, and the telegraphic, trans­ 
portation and hotel facilities would be 
unsurpassed. 
Senator Vest, in seconding the 
claim s of St. Louis, said that if there 
was anything in the location which 
woeld enable the party to continue a 
brave and honest adm inistration of 
the Government, no sort of local or 
personal feeling ought to interfere 
but he did not think holding the con­ 
vention in any one of the cities nam ed 
would influence the election. 
He 
urged th a t the convention be held in 
a Democratic city, and deprecated the 
iractice of feeding Republican cities 
rom Democratic sponge-cake (laugh­ 
ter). 
Noue of the surplus fund of the 
Republican party went to the Demo­ 
cratic cities, and the reason for the 
success of th at party in the past, and 
its formidable aspect at the present 
tim e, wag th a t it stood by its political 
localities. The convention would be 
a short one, and its candidate would 
be easily nam ed. 
caufornia’s claims, 
H oratio B. King, of Nevada, urged

that

convention bo held in 
San Francisco, believing 
that the 
Democratic party would be greatly 
benefitted thereby. 
Ho referred to 
the hospitality of the pooplo of that 
city, as attested by their recent wel­ 
come of the Grand Army of the Re­ 
public and regarded that as an earn­ 
est of what weight it would be if the 
conversion wero held in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Tarpey, of California, subscribed to 
every word uttered by Senator Vest. 
If one grain he said could be put iu 
the balanco in favor of the Demo­ 
cratic party, and the gentleman could 
show that by holding the convention 
in Chicago, St. Louis, Cincinnati or 
New York, that grain of sand would 
fructify and bring forth Democratic 
fruit in 
November, ho would not 
stand hero asking th at the conven­ 
tion be given to San Francisco. 
The 
Democrats ot California and the Pa­ 
cific Coast have been Spartans in 
the cause, 
and 
while 
they held 
forth the hand of fellowship to their 
fellow Democrats of the East and 
South, and while they offered to har­ 
bor the convention a t their firesides 
they did not wish to have the pleas­ 
ure of its company if they did not 
feel they could be of service in tbe 
great battle about to bo opened. That 
section was quick fo resent an insult 
and prompt to return kindness, and 
he believed that if the convention 
came to San Francisco the response 
of California would bo a glorious and 
overwhelming m ajority for the Demo­ 
cratic nominee. 


THE FIRES OK PATRIOTISM 
That would be lighted on the pinnacles 
of the Sierra Nevadas by the gentle- 
mqn who would sit in the conventiou 
and select the nominee would be car­ 
ried trium phantly as flambeaux by 
the gentlemen of the returning march, 
until tho blaze was quenched in the 
water of the Atlantic. Every m an of 
California. Democrat and Republi­ 
can, would turn 
in and help to 
redeem his fellow citizens’ prom­ 
ise. They feel th at they could do 
good or they would not ask Ihe 
convention to partake of their hospi­ 
tality. 
They promised to pay all the 
expenses of coming, using “ all” in its 
most amplified sense. 
There would 
be carriages ad lib. [laughter.] and 
two additional telegraph wires would 
bo put between San Francisco and 
Chicago, which, with those already in 
use, would accommodate all the busi­ 
ness offered. 
He did not claim that 
San Francisco shoul 1 have the con­ 
vention because she could accommo­ 
date them , or because its people were 
hospitable, nor because it had the fin- 
t climate in the world, but this 
Democratic body sitting as custodians 
of tho interests of the Democratic 
party should lake into account the 
fourteen votes which were trembling 
in the balance, and San Francisco 
should have thoughtful consideration 
at its hands. [Applause.]

its supporters would break after the 
first three ballots. 
The principal del­ 
egations are all confident to-night and 
each expresses a hope in the ultimate 
success of its own city. 
So far as can 
be learned no combination ‘has been 
formed. It is asserted by m any peo­ 
ple that San Francisco has polled the 
largest number of votes it wiil get, but 
this is denied by friends of the Pacific 
coast. 
THE SITUATION OUTLINED. 
At a late hour to-night there are 
many who claim th a t the chances for 
San Francisco securing the Democra­ 
tic National Convention are most flat­ 
tering, and that from two to five ad­ 
ditional votes have been secured. On 
the other hand there are m any who 
hold to the opinion that Congress­ 
man Mason of Chicago expressed to­ 
night when he said : “ I have re­ 
garded the fight all along as be­ 
tween Chicago and St. Louis, with a 
number of com plim entary votes for 
San Francisco. I believe th at a num­ 
ber of delegates voted for Sau Fran­ 
cisco not because they desired the 
convention to be held there but simply 
because the San Francisco m en are 
such big-hearted 
generous fellows. 
The long distance is a great bar to 
San Francisco, otherwise the Golden 
G ate City would get it. I look upon 
the adjournment as favorable to Chi­ 
cago. 
“ EXAMINER” EN TERPRISE. 
The W ashington edition of the San 
Francisco Examiner was issued this 
morning, the motive ofjpublication be­ 
ing to push the claim s of San F ran­ 
cisco for the Democratic National 
Convention. 
It contained, besides 
the general, telegraphic news, 110 in­ 
terviews with prominent men 
on 
the political* situation. The edition 
consisted of 10,000 copies.

THE YAQUI WAR. 


Desperate 
Combat 
with 
Mexican Troops. 


MANY K ILLED AND WOUNDED. 


The “ Braves” Escape—Efforts Be­ 
ing Made to Coop Them Up 
in the Mountain*. 


I Associated Press Dispatches to the H erald] 


N ogales, Ariz, February 22.—The 
Mexican troops under Captain Encis- 
co, had another hot fight with the re­ 
bellious Yaqui Indians, at the village 
of Bataclii, in the wilds of the Bucate 
mountains. 
The Indians were well 
fortified in a strong position, where 
they resisted the attack of the soldiers 
with commendable bravery. The bat­ 
tle lasted from 2 o’clock in the after­ 
noon till dark. 
Next morning the 
military renewed the attack of the 
fortifications, but found that the In­ 
dians had left during the night carry­ 
ing off their wounded and some of the 
dead leaders. The bodies of ten dead 
Indians were found in adjacent pits. 
The military forces lost two killed 
and a large number wounded. 
Gen­ 
eral Guerra, who commands tho for­ 
ces fighting the Yaquis, has ordered 
the troops stationed at Potara to form 
a combination with Encisco, with the 
object to reinforce the troops stationed 
at other points in the field. 


FUTURE PROSPECTS. 
Of late the M exican troops have 
been getting the best of every fight 
had with the rebellious Yaqui In ­ 
dians, and this fact gives rise to the 
hope that the great Yaqui war may 
be yet brought to a close and peace 
once more be restored in southern 
Sonora. The fight occurred a few 
days since, but the news has only 
just reached here. 
Captain Encisco 
is in hot pursuit of the Indians with 
a reinforcement of fifty men of the 
12th battalion, and is well supplied 
with the munitions of war. 


A DISTRESSING DISASTER. 
During a heavy rainstorm the other 
day the large building, Cruz de Piera, 
Sonora, used as headquarters for the 
25th battalion, fell in, killing four 
soldiers end wounding many others. 
The storm was one of the most severe 
ever experienced in that section. A 
large num ber of troops are ill from 
exposure consequent on the destruc­ 
tion of tbe shelter. 


FROM OCEANICA. 


H uw aiian Politics 
Disastrous 
Cycloue and Tidal Wave. 
S an F rancisco, February 22.—The 
Oceanic steam er Australia, arrived 
from Honolulu this morniug. 
The H aw aiian Gazette, comment­ 
ing upon the recent decision of the 
Supreme Court upholding the King’s 
absolute veto power, says: “ While 
there is some dissatisfaction over the 
decision on it, until constitutional 
measures can be brought into play 
for overcoming this source of obstruc­ 
tion to free legislation, adverse pub­ 
lic opinion will expend itself upon 
the decision in a legitimate w'ay. 
No one doubts the good faith of the 
judiciary in the m atter,and there is no 
agitation or movement or plan of 
campaign on foot to disturb the result. 
There is nothing which threatens in 
the slightest degree the peace of the 
communiiy, and there is a general 
feeling that Hawaiian politics will run 
in 
satisfactory 
and constitutional 
grooves.”

Aud Expresses His Opinions on 
tlie A dm inistration of 
the Country.

About one h our afterw ards 
she cam e again aud said her m am m a had 
not come hom e yet and th at wherever she 
had gone, she had not taken her hat.

P r o v id i n g A g a in s t S c a rc ity . 
The steamer Southern California is 
now discharging 1800 tons of Wel­ 
lington coal at San Pedro. This timely 
supply breaks the back of the coal 
famine, and Walter B. Maxwell, the 
•owner of the steamer, thinks he wdll 
be able to keep the market supplied, 
and the prices down to their normal 
condition. Mr. Maxwell feels that he 
has been unjustly abused for the late 
extortionate prices to which coal 
reached in this market. He says 
there were reasons for it over which 
h i had no control. In the first place 
the horrible disaster at the Welling­ 
ton mine 
closed operations for a 
long time. Then a “corner” was 
made by the dealers iu San Francisco 
who could have relieved the market, 
and they sent coal up there to $20 and 
$25 a ton. Unfortunately the cessa­ 
tion at the mine caught Mr. Maxwell 
without a supply with which to tide 
over the ditiiculty, and he was com 
pel led to buy in San Francisco at the 
inflated rates. He is, however, deter­ 
mined not to be caught again in the 
same trap. Ho is now having built 
at San Pedro large bunkers whore he 
will have stored this summer many 
thousand tons of coal for next win­ 
ter’s consumption, and proposes to 
run an additional steamer for his 
trade here and at San Diego. The 
steamship Santa Maria is chartered 
by Mr. Maxwell to supply his yard 
in San Diego. With these two vessels 
carrying coal during the summer, it 
will prevent any possible coal famine 
next winter.

I k e Fish eries T r e a ty . 
Whoever will examine the treaty 
framed by the late commission which 
aat in Washington and compare it 
jp th the treaty of 1818, which has 
been at the root of all our fishery 
troubles, will see at once that the 
treaty 
now 
presented 
for 
rati­ 
fication 
gives 
us 
great 
ad­ 
vantages 
over 
that 
of 
1818. 
The fact is, the treaty of 1818 was one 
of the most monstrous compacts ever 
assented to by a free and independent 
power. 
Under the settlement of 1791 
we possessed all the advantages of 
equal 
rights 
to 
the 
fisheries 
along the Canadian Coast. There 
was, 
under 
it, 
no 
question of 
a line of exclusion reaching from 
headland to headland, nor was the 
right of refuge in Canadian ports, the 
right of free navigation or the right to 
purchase bait in question under that 
original settlement. 
But the treaty 
of 1818, by a most unaccountable def­ 
erence to 
the demands 
of Great 
Britain 
by our 
plenipotentiaries, 
placed 
American 
fishermen 
at 
the 
mercy 
of 
that 
power. 
The headland theory and all the other 
perplexities sprang from this one­ 
sided treaty. 8o great to the Cana­ 
dians were the advantages secured by 
it that when the Washington treaty 
Was framed, in 1846, the provisions 
of that of 1818 were merely in part 
suspended for the term to which 
the duration of the former treaty 
was limited. 
On its expiry two 
years ago the whole international 
foundation of our relations with refer­ 
ence to the fishery question fell back 
upon the one-sided treaty of 1818. 
The 
British Government and the 
Colonial authorities buttressed them­ 
selves behind the old interpreta­ 
tions of 
this 
treaty, 
and 
they 
Weie so strongly fortified by its terms 
And evident meaning, that we were 
bound hand and foot. Harsh as were 
t^e steps taken by the colonial author­ 
ities, hacked by the cutters and power 
of Her Majesty's Government, we 
could not successfully claim that they 
were not justified by the letter and in­ 
tent of the treaty. If no other point 
were to he gained by the treaty now 
submitted for ratification than the 
virtual abandonment of the headland 
theory, that alone would justify 
its adoption. 
Bnt there are other ad­ 
vantages in it. 
Our licensed vessels 
Will have the right of refuge in Cana­ 
dian harbors, and the right to pro­ 
cure all ordinary supplies. The only 
exception is that they shall not buy 
bait; but even this may be overcome 
if we should hereafter, by legis­ 
lation, remove the duty on fish, 
whale, or other oils coming from 
Canada, Newfoundland or Labrador. 
The submitted treaty is certainly a 
great improvement on the treaty of 
1818. Indeed, it wonld be impossible 
fo r that treaty to continue in force for 
many years without provoking war. 
The statesmanship which has led both 
countries—Great Britain 
and the 
United State»—to bring this ¡air 
Solution to a vexed and dangerous 
controversy reflects credit upon the 
advanced intelligence of our time. It 
Is one of those triumphs of peace 
^rhich Milton so happily alludes to as 
being more pronounced than those 
«4 war. The barriers of a harsh and 
Injurious compact have been broken 
down, and 
the doors have been 
opened to a lasting agreement based 
on just and equable principles.

and grandest portion of the Pacific 
slope. 
There is nothing strange 
magical nor fearful in this growth. 
The great mass of Eastern people 
have gained the knowledge that 
Southern California is the best place 
in the world to live in, and the influx 
of their numbers has simply quicken­ 
ed the growth of Los Angeles. The 
progress of the Queen City of the 
Pacific would have been very great 
with only a normal immigration. 
Good Eastern friends, who stay at 
home, need not lie awake nights, or 
shed tears in fear lest the bottom 
should drop out of tho Los Angeles 
boom. The growth of the metropolis 
of the land of corn and wine is found­ 
ed upon a gracious climate that will 
not materially change, a mighty 
breadth of productive land, in which 
vineyards, orchards and fields of grain 
shall bloom, yield and enrich as long 
as man shall exist. 


It would not at all surprise us if 
San Francisco should be successful in 
carrying off the site for the holding 
of the Democratic National Conven­ 
tion.

Whilst the fact of it being 
held in San Francisco might have 
no political significance as affecting

coast, 
yet it would bring many leading 
people to California who would learn, 
while here, to appreciate the manifold 
attractions and the grand destiny of 
this imperial commonwealth.

NAPLES BY MOONLIGHT. 


G rap h ic D escrip tio n 
b y a Los 
A ú p eles G irl. 
[Written for the Herald.1 
It was midnight in Naples, and I sat on 
the balcony of the Hotel de Yesuve. I 
looked out on the beautiful bay, while the 
moon shed her raya over the old caatle. As 
the Bllvery light was reflected in the blue 
waters of the bay, I recalled many pictures 
I had seen of this enchanting spot, 
liver since I have been old enough to appre­ 
ciate traveilug I have wished to see Naples. 
At last my brightest hope was realized 
I 
unconsciously turned my head to the left 
and 1 beheld the lurid flame of Vesuvius, 
with its mnasive curl of black Bmokc wind­ 
ing westward, aud, taking in the whole 
panorama—the azure sea, the castle, the 
dancing reflections of the moon, and the 
flaming red of the volcano against the 
bluest of Italian skies—the perfect stillness 
of the great city made it seem more like a 
page from some fairy ta.e than a picture 
oi real life. 
It was more than 1800 years ago that 
Vesuvius poured forth the streams of tire, 
liquid mud, ashes and red hot stoues that 
destroyed the ancient cities ot Pompeii and 
Herculaneum, the latter being buried un­ 
der ninety feet of lava, which, after cool­ 
ing, hardened into peperluo stone, so that 
the buildings have to be quarried out, and 
which accounrs for the fact that little has 
been done in comparison with the work of 
excavation at Pompeii, 
which was de­ 
stroyed by cinders alone. 
Off to the west is the ltd 
. 
I thought of the tine view obtained from 
the deck of the steamer, from which one 
can have an idea of the beautiful situation 
of Naples and its picturesque surroundings. 
The shore, the white buildings, the purple 
hills behind, aud the cerulean sky above 
(perhaps tinted by the smoke of Vesuvius) 
and the deep blue of the sea—all taken 
together—make a lovely picture. 
• 
Naples is the largest city in Italy, having 
nearly 500 inhabitants. 
It is built ou 
the 
amphithea'.ral slopes of the hills. 
The Neapolitans are a very lazy set, living 
in a warm climate and having little todo. 
The poorer classes live, eat and dress in the 
street», kud at night men, women and 
children roll themselves up in a piece of 
matting and sleep on the sidewalk. 
They 
are a very ignorant and superstitious class 
of people. 
Tho women arc treated very 
badly, aud it is not an uncommon occur­ 
rence to see a woman, a donkey aud an ox 
drawing a cart, with a real good man (I sup­ 
pose) behind the team smoking a cigarette. 
As the day dawns and the moon drops 
down behind the hills, I see the milkmen 
driving around their cows to supply the 
wauts of the better classes. 
The door of a 
house opens and a dame comes ont with a 
jug and hails one of these milkmen. 
He 
drives up a cow, and, taking a three-legged 
stool which he always carries with him, 
sits down and proceeds to milk the docile 
animal, after which he delivers the non­ 
watered fluid, receives his pay and moves 
o« to another house. 
There! 1 hear the bolts draw in the old 
vison, built as a castle in 1154, aud two 
srscmcn come out. and. as the clanking of 
ihe horses’ hoofs die away iu the stillness 
of the moon, I aui awakened from my 
reveries by being called downstairs to a so-

POMONA AND EL CHINO. 


A Prosperous City—A Great Town 
in Embryo—Ranches, Rail­ 
roads, Hotels and Fac­ 
tories. 


The H b k a l d ’b tramp reporter, who is de 
tailed to do up the territory of Southern 
California, returned last night from Pomo­ 
na and the Chino Rauch. The 8. P. local 
train carried him out to Pomona on Tues­ 
day. The road is a model of every excel­ 
lence between this city and Colton, and the 
country la as pretty as a picture. At Shorb’s 
the grado of the Monrovia rapid transit 
crosses the 8. P. track, and the grade of the 
fl. P. ‘‘straddle,” to run via the Raymond to 
Altodena, and thence along the foothills to 
Mourovia, perhaps further east, is also 
thrown up uorth of the main Hue at the 
same point. At East Sail Gabriel the 
new hotel shows up on the hill, north of the 
liue. It is a very picturesque and attractive 
looking hostelry. A number of nice cot­ 
tages have jiiBt been built in the iuimediute 
vicinity, and the new railway station is a 
beauty. At Puente there is every appear­ 
ance of healthy growth, and it is of a sub­ 
stantial aort. The oil works at this point is 
an encouroglng sign of the tinieB. A boom 
built on such solid foundations as our in­ 
dustry is not a bubble to be burst by every 
little wind of adversity that may blow ou it. 
POMONA. 
In due time wc reached Pomona. A few 
months ago this was a scattered settlement 
of fruit growers. The beauty of the land­ 
scape, the fertility of tho soil, the prosperity 
of the Iruit growers, the intelligent charac- 
- ter of the people could not help hut attract 
good people to Poiuoua. At the last census 
taken for the purpose of incorporating, and 
taken correctly, tuere was found a popula­ 
tion of 4000 people in the Lew city of 
Pomona. 
The place to-day lias not 
less than 
5000 
souls 
within 
the 
municipality. 
The streets are broad, 
level, well made, with good sidewalks 
and pretty sbude trees. The style of the 
residences tells with great emphasis of the 
substantial condition of the community. 
There arc churches of all deuomiuations, 
fine schools, and all those humanizing and 
refining Influences which a prosperous, pro­ 
gressive and intelligent people always 
gather around its homes. Pomona has 
three banks, stores of all sorts, with large 
and flnoly selected stocks of goods. The 
business portion of the town Is of 
solid brick blocks, two and three stories 
in height, such as would do credit to a 
metrópoli». The Southern Pacific trains all 
stop in t he heart of Poraoua, and along the 
north borders of its limits the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe runs. The grade is 
now made across tho Chico Ranch for 
severs] miles on a standard gauge road to 
run to Elsinore. Ye»terday noon Mr. Cnns. 
Crocker, of the Southern Pacific Company, 
arrived at. Pomona by special train. He 
was accompanied by Mr. O. Livermore, 0f 
8an Francisco, and Mr. l’carson. Mr. Gird, 
of the Chino Ranch, took the party out over

Our seaport is to be 
greatly 1 proved and to be put ou a level 
with Its importance, on account of tho great 
business (lone there now and the promise 
of so much greater commercial interests in 
the immediate future.

THE PALOMARES. 
Poraoua 1ia8 in the Palomares Hotel one 
of the prettiest, most comfortable and best 
kept hostelrics in California. The busi­ 
ness of this resort has so much increased of 
late that a flue large hotel bus been added 
to tho old one It is u model of stylo and 
perfect In all its arrangements. In tne Pal­ 
omares the people of Pomona have an in­ 
stitution or which they need not be 
ashamed. 
Yesterday the people of Pomona put up 
$2200 cold coin to secure a fruit evapor­ 
ating plant at that place. This will give 
the fruit growers a good m arket for their 
products and a large profit for their indus­ 
try. 
THE CHINO. 
From Pomona the reporter visited 
tho townsite laid out ou the Chino ranch 
by its owner, Mr. Richard Gird. The new 
town is about five miles fiom Pomona. It 
is as nearly as possible in the center of the 
Chino ranch, at the Rancho Santa Ann del 
Chino, as its full title ruus in tho original. 
It fc» indeed an opulent principality. The 
ranch embraces 48,000 acres, anu every 
acre is rich land. There are already half a 
dozen rich artesian wells on the place. 
Three range in depth at from 150 to 200 
feet, and one of them flows 70 miner's 
inches of water. Mr. Gird has eight or ten 
outfits at work sinking more wells, some 
surface and some artesian. For tho 
use.of the upper end of the ranch Mr. Gird 
hasVsecured a large slice of the Ciénega 
from ’ w hich. Pomona acquires her wator 
supply. He will develop a large stream here 
and pipe it to his lands. The townsite of 
Chino has already a local habitation as well 
as a name. There is a control office, a large, 
weU-construoted building, a temporary ho­ 
tel, a printing office, a real estate office, and 
one or two other buildings. More are going 
up in rapid succession. Yes, Chino lias a 
paper, the Chino Champion. 
It is a 
well conducted, artistic littlo 
sheet. 
Mr. William Wasson is the accomplished 
writer, and he is a gentleman of large ex- 
Íierlonce In many walks of life, and an able 
ournalist. Ho will make a lively journal 
out of the Champion as his town grows. 
Chino has two railroads graded through the 
townBite. One Is the Elsinore A l'omorta 
line referred to above. It is Intended to 
reae.h 8au Diego by way of Elsinore. The 
grade is finished up for several miles be­ 
yond Chino. The other road is a narrow 
Íaugc. It begins at Ontario and runs to 
hino some six or eight miles. The bed is 
graded and the tics and rails strung along all 
the way to Chino. Some two or three miles 
of iron is already laid south of Ontario. In­ 
side of two weeks it will be in operation. 
From Chino it is to run across the low 
range of hills to the Olinda, or Shankliu 
ranch, north of An>i':eiin, thence to the 
last named point, and so through Anaheim 
to 
Alamitos Bay. 
From Anaheim 
the road is nearly 
all 
graded to 
the Olind* 
ranch, 
and 
westward 
Iron has been strung along the ground. 
This section will also be open for business 
in a very sho-t time. It will be of vast ad­ 
vantage to the new town of Cbiuo by giving 
the new place direct connection with tide­ 
water. 
TIIK CH INO HORSES. 
Mr. Gird has on the Chino ranch 700 
head of horses and as many thousand hoad 
of cattle. The horses are worthy of special 
attention. Mr. Gird is doing much towards 
giving this Bection an ideal strain of horses 
for road and general purposes. He 
has 
as 
fine 
specimens 
of 
the 
equine raco as any in the Union. 
They include great Percherons that will 
weigh close on to 2000 pounds. Theso 
crosses with thoroughhred stock arc pro­ 
ducing a fine animal. By inbreeding again 
he gets a horse with plenty of bone and sub­ 
stance and yet with fine action. He has a 
Cleveland bay, an imported horse of great 
strength and beauty. A thoroughbred Nor­

Mr. Gird 
has a young horse -which cost him 
$100,000.

The term C atarrh is applied to n peculiar disorder of tho nostrils an d adjacent parta 
w hich prevails to an alan u iu g extent, au d is productive of very serious consequence*. 
Ih e m ost p rom inent and characteristic feature is a m orbid discharge from th e head, 
varying in ita n atu re at different timcB. 
In some there is au alm ost constant flow of clear, acrid fluid, but oftcucr an offen­ 
sive, p urulent or rnuco-purulent, greenish jellow m atter is secreted, w hich accum ulates 
in th e nostrils or drops into th e throat, necessitating ita freq u en t removal by blowing 
th e nose or expect ration, and often by botu processes. Sometim es patients feel aa 
though th eir whole head was in n statu of rottenness, so great is th e am o u n t of m atter 
discharged an d so fcutid is its odor. Tho patieilt is greatly annoyed by the constant drop­ 
ping lu to the th ro a t of th e m orbid m atter from th e head, a n d a s a recum bent position 
n atu rally favors th e flow dow nw ard, h is ro stís frequently disturbed from th is canaft 
Many sufferers aro obliged to lie w ith th e head very m uch elevated iu order to sleep w ith 
some degree of comfort» 
In others, a tough, viscid an d offensive phlegm collects behind an d above the soft 
palate, in th e passage between tho throat aud head, adhering to 'lie parts with gluish 
tenacity. Its lq d j^ c n t em barrasses respiration an d creates a sensation of irritation and 
uneasiness in the aifected locality, w hich gives rise to a constant aud alm ost iriesistiblo 
deslíe to relieve th e discom fort by draw ing th e m ucus into th e th ro at so as to reject it by 
th e m outh. This practice, popularly know n as “ haw king,” is characteristic of C atarrh, 
and proves ns em barrassing t i t h e one aifected, as it is disagreeable to those around him . 
Again, th e offensive m atter hardens and deposits itself on the m em brane in the 
shape of dry. hard concretions, w hich are discharged by the way of th e nostrils or th ro at 
In lu m p s or fragm ents of a deep green tint. Iu some cases these incrustations accum u­ 
late to such nu ex ten t as to form a regular plug in th e nose, w hich obstructs h reinhing 
and produces serious discom fort. 
So firm ly do these incrustations adhere to th e point 
of attachm ent th at th eir removal usually requires the m ost violent efforts mid not un- 
frcquently they h av e to be torn from th e m em brano. Occasionally a solid cast of nota­ 
ble size is expelled on w hich there are generally traces of blood, biit in som e cases the 
cast present* a tu b u lar appearauco. being of ex a ct shape of the nasal cavity. 
This con­ 
dition is indicative of ulceratio n .w h ich , in lim e, m ay destroy th e bony s tru c tu r of the 
nose an d produce a subsequent flattening of th at orgau. 
' 
Case» are occasionally m et w ith iu w hich a thick, viscid, slim y uccrttion coats the 
m em bram e of the nasal cavities and then putrefies, giving rise to a stench w hich Is 
really overpow ering, and sufficiently fetid to jmisou th e atm osphere of a w hole room, 
an d there are others in which all secretions of the m em brane are suspended, causing au 
unpleasant feeling of dryness, heat, an d feverishness in th e head an a nose—a condition 
popularly know n hb “Dry C atarrh." 
The disease apcedily extends to th e air cavities of the bones of the forehead and 
face, giving rise to a distressing sensation of h eav y w eig h t or com pression over the 
forehead, especially in the region above Hnd between th# eyes, and to a feeling of fu ll­ 
ness, heat, irritatio n , soreness o r pain in th e nostrils near tlie root oi th e nose, ns w ell as 
in the upper part of th e throat, above* and behind th e soft palate. Som etim es th ere is 
p ain obstinately fised in some p articu lar part, as in th e terop.es, on th e top of the head, 
a t the back of the n eck , or behind the orbits, and, occasionauy, pain m anifests itself is 
mu*1®.? bo severe a character th at it is frequently m istaken for neuralgia. 
5 he breath is alw ays tainted and at tim es assum es an exceedingly fetid and sicken­ 
ing odor. In some cases it becom es so revoltiugly offensive as to render th e sufferer an 
object of disgust to him self as w ell as toothers. 
The nasal m em brane is thickened and congested, causing th e nose to be stopped np, 
som etim es o n one side, som etim es on th e other, and often ou both, giving rise to a disa­ 
greeable stufly s< nsatio n in the head, and occasionally to violent and prolonged p ar­ 
oxysm s of Bneezing. 
.T h e voice is w eak, iu d istin ct and huBky, or of a nasal ch aracter, displaying a sort o 
sniffling quality. O ftentim es there is a continuous hoarsebess and discordance. There 
is also a sense of Irritation in th e th ro at, and freq u en t attem p ts to clear the parts of 
phlegm , producing th e Bound “h em ” m ore or less forcibly. In som e cases p atien ts com 
plain of an uncom fortable feeling of fullness, or a choky scroatlon In th e th ro at, aud ia 
others of a distressing and alm ost constant drynesB. for th e tem porary relief o f w hich 
they have to swallow frequently. 
Others again speuk of a co n stan t baa or nauseous taste 
in the m outh and th ro a t

The stom ach generally suffers m ore or less an d becom es w eak and irritable; th e appe­ 
tite is capricious and nearly always bad In th e m orning. The p atien t 1b languid, unable 
to perform m eutal or physical labor w ith th e ngUHl facility, i* nervous, depressed in 
-Pfelts, at tim es, fearful^ tim id, ag itated , and inclined to drow siness and sleep; th e m em ­ 
ory w eakened, an d perm anent im pairm ent seriously threatened. 
The m ucous m em braue soon becom es m orbidly sensitive to u nfavorable influence*, 
and, in spite of th e utmoBt care, becomes aifected from the slightest causes, so th a t at last 
& breath of w ind upon th e lin in g of th e nose or th ro at becomes productive o f a cold, and 
gives rise to serious disturbante* of th e respiratory organs. Thus th e patient is subject 
to frequent a- d repeated colds, each attack aggravating th e disease by giving it a new 
im pulse, and involving a larger ex te n t of surface than Its predecessor. Iu this m anner 
th e difficulty spreads from organ to organ, invading the throat, larvnx, trach ea and 
bronchial tubes, u n til, encroaching further and fu rth er, it reaches th e finer ram i Oration* 
of tho bronchi, w hen b u t a slight ImpnlBe Is required to * e iid itto th e lungs. C atarrh 
m ay, and often does, affect other organs in th e body,
